On the tables ere beautiful editions of 
children's classics to be used in the room 
There is no age limit in this room. There 
are picture books for the child who can 
not read and easy books for the children 
in the first grade. These books are most 
in demand and many more are needed 
About 500 new children’s books have been 
bought and these were most carefully se­ 
lected. Too much stress cannot be laid 
upon the importance of training for an 
attendant in charge of the children* 
room. She should have, as far as possi 
ble, a personal knowledge of all the books 
and should be as ympathetic ai;d intelli 
gent guide.

should be used in helping a child select 
his reading. His confldenc« is doubled if 
he gets Just what he wantSi and he is 
often turned from the library altogether 
if he takes away a book too difficult or 
one not suited to his age or mind. The 
printed catalogue cards issued by the Car­ 
negie library of Pittsburg and the Cleve 
land public library have been subscribed 
for. This is a complete dictionary <»ta- 
logue of 1,000 of the best children’s books, 
the greater number of which are in the 
library, and analyzes each book carefully 
This will be a great help to the library at 
tendants and to teachers and will be filed 
in the catalogue case in the children’s 
room. Greater care has been taken of the 
books since the children's room has been 
opened and there has been little or no 
trouble with discipline. A story hour was 
started and created great interest among 
the children and a demand for the classics 
from which the stories were read. This 
branch of the work Is certainly most in 
teresting and encouraging. 


LIBRARY DAY. 


A library day has been instituted in sev 
era I libraries and has been most success 
ful. It is planned to give the citizens an 
opportunity to study the library's meth 
cds and to show how it may become allied 
with the interests of the community. It 
would be a good plan to invite the clubs 
and teachers and others especially inter­ 
ested In library work to an informal 
meeting with the librarian and some woll 
known libray worker from abroad on the 
program. This annual da^ would develop 
a new interest in the library and broaden 
the knowledge of modem library work in 
the community. 


The library was represented at the state 
library meeting in Chicago in April by 
the librarian and a short report was 
given there of the library’s work with the 
children. 


In closing I wish to express my appre­ 
ciation of the sympathy and assistance 
given me by the board of directors in the 
work of reorganization. Many words of 
encouragement from them and from li­ 
bray patrons have added much fo my 
pleasure in the work.

The one decided on is extremely 
simple and answers the following 
questions: 
W hat books were issued 
on a «»rtain day?

Each member is al­ 
lowed two cards, one general and one 
non-fiction. 
The number of readers 
registered is 2,763. 
This number is 
increasing every day, but is only half 
as large «Is it should be. 


'Fhe visits to the school have in­ 
creased the number of card holders 
among tlie children, 
and 
through 
tliem we hojie to reach more adults, 
as many fatliers or 
mothers, 
one 
either indifferent to or ignorant of 
th«? opportunities of pleasure and 
stmlv that the library affords. 


C O N T E N T S O F T H E L IB R A R Y . 


The library contains 9,571 volumes by 
actual count of both books and shelf 
list, 
excluding 
government 
docu­ 
ments, of which there 
are 
about 
2,870. 
The government publications 
haA'c not as yet been entered or classi- 
fieil, nor have the pamphlets in the 
library l»een thoroughly arranged and 
counted. About 800 books were dis- 
car«led and not classifieil, l)cing too 
worn or dirty to be fit for circulation; 
1,143 books have been added, a large 
number of these replacing worn out 
copies.

Hte Sway Was Brokan When Ha Mat 
a Man of Nerva. 


was my fate to know some o: 
the bad men who turned things up- 
■ide down in eouthem Texas over 
j^ iter of a century Ago/* said 
Tnited States marshal. **They are 
abont edl dead, and no successors 
can take their place, for our people 
will never a ^ n tolerate sucn 
turbers of ^ e peace. One of the 
worst of the ‘bad men^ of that da; 
was the notorious John Wesley 
Hardin. It was his boast that he 
had killed twenty-eight men. For 
long time he was the terror of Gon­ 
zales county and of all the surround­ 
ing country. He was an incorrigi­ 
ble cattle and horse thief and a mur­ 
derer who killed without remorse. 


‘^Finally a day of reckoning came, 
and he was caught and sentenced to 
a twenty-five year term in the state 
penitentiary at Huntsville. He was 
not a model prisoner and had to be 
whipped a time or two, but at length 
he emerged from prison and went 
back to tlie scene of his former 
crimes. A hot local political fight, 
involving the election of a sheriff o: 
Gonzales county, was on, and Har 
din took an active part in the con­ 
test. He was still regarded as dan 
f 
erous and greatly dreaded. 
One 
ay he and the candidate against 
whom he was working met, and 
J 
uarrel ensued. 
This candidate, 
ones by name, was as fearless 
man as ever lived, and the way he 
denounced Hardin was something to 
remember. 


“ ‘You have,^ said he, ‘according 
to your own ^asts, killed twenty- 
e i^ t men. I am here to say that 
never a one of the lot did you slay 
when he had his face toward you 
Every man of them was shot in the 
back. You are a great big cowan 
as well as a murderer, and I will 
give you $1,000 if you will dare to 
contradict what I have said. I can 
make any sixteen-year-old boy in 
town whip you.’ 


“Hardin didn’t open his mouth, 
but slunk away, followed by a storm 
of jeers. He left the county an( 
was shortly afterward killed in E 
Paso.”—Washington Poet.

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Remember the Baker. 


At the court of assizes in Venice 
when sentence of death is about to 
be passed a man clothed in a long 
black robe enters the court and, ad­ 
vancing to the bench, bows pro­ 
foundly to the judges, saying, “Re­ 
member the baker."

Here is the ex­ 
planation of the custom : Three cen­ 
turies ago a baker was executed at 
iVenice for a crime of which he was 
not guilty.

He was the inventor of 
many of the most ingenious and 
novel illusions, including the intri­ 
cate and nuzzling exhibition known 
as “second sight.” He defined him­ 
self as “a comedian playing the 
character of a magician,” Late in 
■life he wrote an account of his 
many adventures, and these “Confi­ 
dences of a Prestidigitator” are 
worthy of comparison with all but 
the very best autobios3*aphies—^if 
not with Cellini’s and Franklin’s, at 
least with Cibber’s and Goldoni’s. 
•Robert Houdin’s life of himself, 
quite as well as any of the others, 
would justify Lon^ellow’s assertion 
that “autobiography is what biogra­ 
phy ought to be.”—Brander Mat­ 
thews in Scribner’s.

Surely never was there more gal­ 
lant skipper than Captain William 
Innes of Ûie rakùh freighter British 
Prince and never hardier boatswain 
than Charles L. Lastadius. 
The 
skipper is from Neweastle-on-Tyne 
and has followed thè sea thirty- 
three years, or since he was sixteen 
years old. 
He has a fine brown 
beard, and the resonant voice that 
comes through it might be heard 
above the strongest gale that ever 
thrummed on the British Prince’s 
rigging. The boatswain is a young 
Swede, who has suffered shipwreck 
more than once. But the captain 
and all the ship’s company never 
thought of him as a foreigner, but 
as a fellow sailor man with a big 
heart. 


The British Prince when laden 
has less freeboard than the com 
mon freighter from Mediterranean 
ports. So when she breasts the win 
try seas she sometimee buries her 
fo’castle head in the ferment. She 
had a rough voyage from Gibraltar, 
and her coal got so low in the 
bunkers that Captain Innes decide( 
to put in to St. Michael, in the 
Azores, for a fresh supply. There 
he found stancher steamships than 
his that had lost lifeboats and head 
gear and had many inches of water 
in their holds. 


The British Prince made good 
weather of it from the Azores until 
she was about 460 miles east of 
Sandy Hook. A gale came howling 
out of the southwest, combing up 
seas that, in the picturesque Ian 
guage of the skipper, looked like 
“granite cliffs.” Darkness was just 
setting in. The cook M'anted some 
fresh water, and, like most cooks 
being a landsman and somewhat 
timid, he asked the boatswain to get 
it for him. The pump of the fresh 
water tank is on the main deck im- 
der the forecastle head. It was haz­ 
ardous to attempt to get at it while 
the seas were boiling as they were, 
but water must be had, and a sailor 
man and Boatswain Lastadius de­ 
termined to get it. The sailor man 
got a bucket and, running forward, 
dodged under the fo’castle head 
Boatswain Lastadius went out on 
the flying bridge to take the bucket 
from the sailor man when tlie cliance 
offered—that is, when there was lit­ 
tle probability of a sea coming im­ 
mediately aboard forward. 


The flying bridge is a board walk 
with a rope railing rxm between two 
inch iron stanchions, connecting the 
fo’castle head with the forward part 
of the hurricane deck. The main 
deck is seven feet below. The boat­ 
swain intended to reach down, grab 
the bucket and run aft along the 
flying bridge to the hurricane deck, 
Leaving the sailor man imder the 
shelter of the fo’castle head to take 
another chance between seas. 


I had just got ready,” said the 
boatswain, “to take the bucket when 
the ship gave a plunge. I looked up, 
and there over the port bow I saw 
such a sea as I hope I may never 
see again. I knew it was coming 
aboard, and I knew I had no chance 
to get out of its way. If I ran aft, 
I thought, it would pick me up be­ 
fore I got off the bridge and carry 
me away. So I thought the best 
thing to do was to male fast to a 
stanchion of the flying bridge. So 
wound my arms and legs around 
it, hugged as hard as I knew how 
and lowered my head to take the 
Bea, 


‘^Everything seemed to give way 
when the sea hit me. I might just 
as well have caught hold of a rope 
^arn as that stanchion. I thougnt 
it was all up with me and the Brit­ 
ish Prince until I found myself on 
the crest of a wave striking out for 
the ship, which was riding as if she 
iad shipped only a bucketful, 
I 
struck the water maybe five fathoms 
off the starboard bow. I saw the 
i'orm of the second officer, Thomas 
Jones, on the bridge as I swept 
along the ship’s side. He grabbed a 
ife buoy from the rack, and I saw 
it come sailing toward me. It/was 
a good shot, or I might not bf tell­ 
ing about it now. The buoy almost 
ringed my head, I grabbed it and 
forced it over my shoulders and un­ 
der my arms. 


“As I was swept aft along the 
starboard side of the ship I saw Cap­ 
tain Innes running forward. 
He 
saw me, too, for he shouted: ‘Keep 
up a stout heart ! We’ll save you if 
we can!' But it was getting very 
dark, and I was three ship’s lengths 
astern before anything could be 
done aboard the ship. 
My heart 
tank, and I gave myself up for lost. 


had been striking out for the 
ship, but when I saw her going 
ahead I stopped all effort to save 
myself. But it takes a long time to 
stop and reverse engines, and pretty 
soon I saw the ship backing toward 
me. 


“That made my heart bound, and 
yelled with all my might and 


tried to make tome headway against 
the seas, which sometimes turned 
me overland over. I was afraid thaf 
the shiplwoald back against me and 
that I Av'ould be sucked under by her 
propeller and drowned or killed by 
the blades. 
I saw the propeller 
whirling in the air whenever the 
ship went down into the trough of 
the sea. I shouted, ‘Don’t back on 
top of me I’ as I thought they could 
not see me in the darkness. 


“The ship drew nearer and near­ 
er, the captain keep^g. me on the 
Btarboard hand; .^1 the men had 
gathered at the starboard rail, and 
as the ship passed me they hove 
lines and buoys to me and shouted 
to me to keep up heart. I was once 
within half a fathom of the star­ 
board rail when a sea swept me for­ 
ward and clear around the bow on 
the port side, I was away Æstem 
in the darkness before the ship could 
be stopped, and 1 almost lost hope 
again. But 1 kept singing out and 
could hear the voice of the captain 
and the cheers of the inen coming 
down on the wind. 


‘^The captain couldh’t see me, but 
he took my bearings from the sound 
of my voice by a star, and, coming 
around, he steamed down toward 
me and, going around me, came up 
on my starboard. I was full of salt 
water and so played out and cold 
that I hadn’t much strength left 
when I saw all the men gathered 
along the port rail waiting to save 
me. The mate threw a life buoy and 
a line, and I caught it and put it 
on. I caught another line, too, fear­ 
ing the first one might be carried 
away, and that’s all 1 remember 
clearly until I heard all the men 
cheering, TJp to then I thought I 
was still in the sea.” 


The captain was in his cabin tak­ 
ing his tea, as he puts it, when a 
man rushed to the top of the com­ 
panion way and shouted, “Man over­ 
board, sirf” The captain had just 
poised a piece of meat on his fork 
and was about to put it in his 
mouth. Some skippers might have 
eerenely finished the meal. 
But 
Captain Innes got up the compan­ 
ion way and on deck as if his own 
son were the man who was over­ 
board, He dimly saw the boatswain 
Bweeping astern.

Bittor RiyalSf Meet at 
Henley* 


The rowing sharps will certainly 
have their appetites glutted 4uring tl*e 
coming summer. 
With the Intercolle­ 
giate and club regattas on the various 
rivers and lakes and the competition of 
two leading American scullers in the 
English Henley on the Thames, and 
then in addition the American Henley 
to be hold on the Schuylkill river at 
Philadelphia, the aquatic fiends will 
have no opportunity to complain of a 
lack of Interesting events. 


Constance S. Titus, who was defeat­ 
ed for the Diamond sculls last summer 
at Henley, is now training vigorously 
for the big transatlantic event which 
occui-s during the first week in July. 


The other American contestant will 
be James B. Juvenal of Philadelphia, a 
member of the famous Vesper Boat 
club, which sent a crew to Paris during 
the great exposition held there several 
years ago. 


Titus is the national champion sin­ 
gle sculler, and he and Juvenal are the 
bitterest of rivals. 


The contest between these stars will 
be very exciting, for if neither succeeds 
in capturing the coveted prize the one 
that makes the best showing over his 
fellow American will naturally have a 
feeling of satisfaction. 


The American Henley project has 
been agitated for several years, but 
not until July does it become a reality. 
The American Rowing association was 
formed a year ago for the express puiv 
pose of making arrangements for a 
meet open to all amateur oarsmen in 
the country. The association has been 
eminently successful, and July 2 the 
big carnival will open. 
The leading 
colleges and aquatic clubs in the Unit­ 
ed States will be represented, and al­ 
most all the prominent individual oar 
wielders from the various states where 
aquatics find favor have promised to 
compete. 


The date was fixed so as to make the 
event come as near as possible to the 
big college races on the Hudson river at 
Poughkeepsie and tho Thames at New 
London, Conn. 
Some of the crews 
competing in those races may row In 
the American Henley, but even if they 
do not the idea will serve to stimulate 
interest in aquatics among the col­ 
leges. 


For instance, it was only recently 
that it w’as announced that the College 
Boat club of the University’ of Penn-

Of the latter crew seven members are 
now either in college or connected with 
the university, so that the plan of again 
getting together this wonderful collec­ 
tion of oarsmen promises to be suc­ 
cessful. 
Of the number available is 
John Gardiner, w-ho stroked Penn’s 
varsity in tlie three victories on the 
Hudson and at Henley. Gardiner is one 
of the greatest stroke oars this country 
ever produced, and the event in which 
he will set the pace promises to be of 
absorbing interest and should alone 
make any regatta successful. All four 
c»ews of the College Boat club will be 
trained by Ellis Ward, the coach of the 
University of Pennsylvania.
